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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Chailey  Housing;  and  Public  Health 

Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  state  of 
public  health  and  on  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  Chailey  Rural 
District  for  1965. 

The  vital  statistics  of  the  area  compare  very  favourably  with 
those  for  England  and  Wales  and  do  not  call  for  any  special  comment. 

Some  357  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  during  the 
year  and  of  these  336  were  measles.  A measles  vaccine  was  recently 
brought  into  limited  use  for  groups  of  children  considered  to  be 
special  risk  cases.  The  use  of  this  vaccine  on  this  limited  scale 
although  it  may  cut  down  the  number  of  deaths  from  measles  will  do 
little  to  reduce  the  incidence  of  measles  in  the  population  until  a 
high  proportion  of  the  susceptible  age  groups  is  vaccinated.  My  own 
belief  that  measles  should  be  removed  from  the  list  of  notifiable 
diseases  remains  unchanged  and  the  savings  in  administrative  costs 
that  would  ensue  are  well  illustrated  by  Chailey ’s  figures  for  1965. 
There  were  in  addition  six  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  com- 
pared with  one  in  1964.  This  increase  is  merely  a year-to-year  fluc- 
tuation and  is  not  considered  to  be  of  particular  significance. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  position  regarding  Brucellosis. 
The  matter  has  been  raised  in  Parliament  on  several  occasions  and  a 
statement  is  expected  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food  at  any  time.  However,  there  seems  to  be  no  urgency  on  the  part 
of  the  Government  to  rid  our  dairy  herds  of  this  scourge.  As  far  as 
the  human  population  is  concerned  pasteurisation  of  all  milk  supplies 
would  largely  solve  the  problem  and  this  measure  would  also  protect 
the  public  from  all  other  milk-borne  infections,  outbreaks  of  which 
occur  from  time  to  time  in  different  parts  of  the  country.  The  sup- 
ply of  raw  untreated  milk  is  a potential  danger  to  health  which  can  be 
eliminated  by  pasteurisation.  Details  are  contained  in  the  report  of 
the  raw  milk  sold  in  milk  vending  machines  which  was  infected  with 
Brucella  and  which  necessitated  the  serving  of  a Pasteurisation  Order 
under  Regulation  20  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (General)  Regulations 
1959. 


The  East  Sussex  County  Council  finally  decided  in  February  1966 
not  to  introduce  fluoridation  of  the  water  supplies  in  their  area 
despite  medical  and  dental  assurances  that  this  is  a safe  and  effect- 
ive method  of  improving  the  deplorable  state  of  the  nation’s  teeth. 
Little  progress  is  now  being  made  in  introducing  fluordiation  into 
public  water  supplies  in  this  country  and,  until  such  time  as  water 
undertakings  are  compelled  by  Government  action  to  treat  the  water, 
our  children  will  be  denied  the  benefits  that  would  follow  from  fluo- 
ridation of  our  water  supplies. 

Details  are  contained  in  the  report  of  the  rate  of  housing  deve- 
lopment in  the  area.  Rather  fewer  houses  were  built  in  1965  than  in 
the  previous  year  (402  compared  with  464) . In  addition  a further  36 
houses  were  modernised  by  the  use  of  improvement  grants,  and  equipped 
with  essential  amenities. 


The  gypsy  families  resident  in  the  area  continued  to  present  pro- 
blems for  the  Council  throughout  the  year.  Up  to  the  end  of  the  year 
two  gypsy  families  had  been  rehoused  in  Council  houses.  This  had  the 
unfortunate  side  effect  of  causing  a further  inflow  of  gypsy  families 
from  various  parts  of  the  country  who  mistakenly  believed  that  they 
would  also  be  considered  for  rehousing.  These  newcomers  to  this  dis- 
trict settled  on  Ditchling  Common  and  have  been  a nuisance  to  both 
local  residents  and  to  the  authorities.  The  solution  to  the  Ditchling 
Common  problem  is  under  active  consideration  by  the  Council.  A.  per- 
manent site  is  required  for  the  families  who  were  resident  in  the  area 
at  the  time  of  the  survey  in  1964.  The  ultimate  aim  is  to  try  to  re- 
habilitate these  people  but  it  will  be  a considerable  time  before  all 
can  be  rehoused.  Little  progress  was  made  during  the  year  in  finding 
a suitable  site  and  it  is  now  hoped  that  the  East  Sussex  County  Coun- 
cil will  play  a more  active  part  in  helping  the  district  councils  to 
solve  this  very  difficult  problem.  If  only  the  gypsies  would  co-op- 
erate in  keeping  the  areas  where  they  site  their  vans  clean  and  tidy, 
there  would  not  be  the  justifiable  complaints  from  people  living  near- 
by . 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
Members  of  the  Council  for  the  help  and  support  I have  received  from 
them  during  the  year.  My  thanks  are  also  due  to  Mr.  Kent  and  his  staff 
for  their  valuable  assistance,  and  to  the  other  officials  of  the  Coun- 
cil for  their  courtesy  and  co-operation.

x In  order  to  compare  death  rates  and  Mrth  rates  in  different 
part  of  the  country,  the  Registrar  General  supplies  comparability 
factors  for  every  district,  so  as  to  adjust  for  irregularities  regard- 
ing age  and  sex  in  the  local  population.  Applying  a comparability 
factor  of  1.25  to  the  crude  birth  rate  of  11.2,  the  adjusted  rate 
becomes  19.0  which  is  above  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  at  18.1. 
Similarly  a comparability  factor  of  0.54  applied  to  the  death  rate 
makes  the  adjusted  rate  9.8.

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M A TERM AL  MORT ALI TY 


No  case  of  maternal  mortality  was  recorded  in  the  Chail ey  Rural 
District  during  1965.  The  last  case  of  maternal  mortality  in  the 
District  occurred  in  1949?  since  when  4,639  births  have  taken  place. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY 


Five  infant  deaths  occurred  during  1965.  This  gives  an  infant 
mortality  rate  of  12.8.  However,  in  small  populations  too  much 
importance  should  not  be  attached  to  these  figures  since  a difference 
of  one  death  makes  a very  large  variation  in  the  rate  per  1,000. 

BIRTH  RATE 

The  crude  birth  rate  for  1965  was  15.2  per  1,000  population. 

This  is  above  the  yearly  average  for  the  district  and  represents  389 
live  births.  Applying  the  area  comparability  factor  of  1.25?  the 
adjusted  rate  becomes  19.0,  which  is  higher  than  the  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  at  18.1. 


DEATH  RATE 

The  crude  death  rate  for  1965  was  18.1  per  1,000  population. 
The  adjusted  rate  is  9.8  which  is  below  the  figure  of  11.5  for 
England  and  Wales.  The  average  age  at  death  of  Chailey  residents 
was  73.8  years.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 

1 . Public  Health  Facilities  of  the  Local  Authority 

During  the  period  under  review  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 
the  Rural  District  of  Chailey  also  acted  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  the  Borough  of  Lewes  and  the  Urban  Districts  of  Newhaven  and 
Sea  ford . 

One  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  with  four  Public  Health 
Inspectors  and  a Pupil  Public  Health  Inspector  carried  out  duties  in 
the  Rural  District  during  the  year, 

2 . Laboratory  Facilities 

These  are  provided  at  the  Royal  Sussex  County  Hospital,  Brighton. 

3 . Ambul a nee 


This  service  is  supplied  by  the  East  Sussex  County  Council,  which 
arranges  for  the  three  ambulances  and  one  dual  purpose  sitting  vehicle 
stationed  at  Lewes  to  be  available  for  the  transfer  of  cases  into 
hospital  from  this  area,  with  the  following  exceptions.  Cases  from 
Ditchling  and  Wivelsfield  are  transported  by  the  service  stationed  at 
Haywards  Heath,  and  those  from  South  Heighton,  Peacehaven,  Tarring 
Neville,  Piddinghoe  and  Telscombe,  by  the  service  stationed  at 
Newhaven . 

Both  infectious  and  non-infectious  cases  are  conveyed  in  the  same 
ambulances  and  arrangements  are  in  being  for  the  disinfection  of 
ambulances,  bedding,  clothing,  etc.,  after  use  for  the  transport  of  an 
infectious  case. 

The  East  Sussex  County  Council  provides  facilities  for  the  trans- 
port of  tuberculosis  patients. 

4 . Nursing  in  the  Home 

4s  in  previous  years,  the  East  Sussex  County  Council,  as  empowered 
by  Section  25  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  has  arranged 
for  this  service  to  be  provided  by  the  East  Sussex  County  Nursing 
Association  through  the  District  Nursing  Associations. 

5.  Hospitals 

The  two  hospitals  in  the  area  are  Chailey  Heritage  (Craft  School 
and  Hospital)  and  Pouchlands  Hospital.  The  former  is  a 'long-stay* 
hospital  for  physically  handicapped  children  who  are  admitted  from  all 
parts  of  the  British  Isles  and  the  latter  is  largely  devoted  to  the 
care  of  the  chronic  sick.  Hospitals  dealing  with  acute  cases  and 
Specialist  Services  are  available  in  Lewes,  Brighton  and  Cuckfield. 

The  Management  Committees  involved  are  the  Brighton  and  Lewes  Group 
and  the  Mid-Sussex  Group  and  both  are  in  the  area  of  the  South-East 
Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  requiring  hospital  treatment  are 
admitted  into  Foredown  Hospital,  Portslade.  A ny  case  of  smallpox 
occurring  in  the  district  should  be  sent  to  the  River  Hospitals, 
Longreach,  Dartford,  Kent.

The  bacteriological  condition  was  excellent  and  the  water  as 
sampled  is  pure  and  wholesome  and  suitable  for  public  supply.

It  is  hoped  that  work  will  shortly  start  on  the  public  main  to 
serve  the  Glynde9  Beddingham  and  South  Mailing  area. 
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2.  SEWERAGE  DISPOSAL 


Peacehaven  - The  main  trunk  sewer  was  extended  to  serve  the  Firle  Road 
area  of  Peacehaven  in  accord  with  the  planned  development  for  the  area 
consequently  the  next  phase  of  the  work  of  sewering  and  making  up  of 
private  streets  has  continued  in  the  area. 

Newtek  - A scheme  for  the  disposal  of  storm  water  from  a new  develop- 
ment area  was  prepared  by  the  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  and  is  to 
be  implemented  before  development  can  proceed,  A report  is  also  being 
prepared  for  work  required  to  increase  the  capacity  of  the  sewage  dis- 
posal works  which  will  be  required  to  deal  with  the  extra  flow  from 
the  development. 

Ringmer  - As  a result  of  large  scale  development  in  the  Parish  the 
existing  sewage  disposal  works  is  now  quite  inadequate  to  deal  with 
the  increased  flow.  A scheme  for  enlargment  of  the  existing  works  was 
prepared  by  the  Consulting  Engineers  and  is  to  be  submitted  to  the  Min 
istry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  early  in  1966. 

The  development  referred  to  has  also  been  responsible  for  consid- 
erable storm  water  trouble,  A scheme  has  been  prepared  for  the  dis- 
posal of  surface  water  for  the  whole  of  the  development  area.  This 
scheme  requires  the  employment  of  the  natural  water  courses  and  on 
this  question  discussions  are  in  hand  with  the  River  Authority.  All 
developers  are  being  required  to  make  provision  in  their  plans  for 
storm  water  drains  to  comply  with  the  overall  plan. 

West  Firle  - This  small  village  disposal  works  is  now  completely  obso- 
lete and  requires  to  be  rebuilt. 

South  Chailey  - The  Consulting  Engineers  report  on  the  provision  of  a 
new  scheme  to  serve  this  developing  area  and  to  replace  five  small  dis 
posal  plants  is  under  consideration  by  the  Council. 

Iford  - A scheme  for  the  provision  of  a disposal  works  for  this  small 
village  is  in  course  of  preparation. 

Wivelsfi eld  - The  disposal  works  are  now  overloaded,  further  develop- 
ment  in  the  village  is  imminent  and  an  extension  of  the  sewer  in  a 
southerly  direction  is  urgent  - a scheme  was  submitted  to  the  Mini- 
stry and  it  is  hoped  that  work  may  be  put  in  hand  before  the  end  of 
1966.  This  scheme  is  unique  in  certain  respects  - contributions  are 
to  be  made  to  the  cost  of  the  overall  scheme  by  three  separate  inter- 
ests. These  contributions  will  amount  to  nearly  half  of  the  total 
cost  of  the  scheme. 

Norton  - For  a number  of  years  this  Council  have  urged  that  this  ham- 
let should  be  sewered  in  order  to  protect  the  public  water  supply.  A 
joint  scheme  to  Serve  both  Norton  and  Bishop  stone  in  the  Seifert? 

Urban  District  is  under  consideration  at  present. 

Falmer  - A scheme  for  sewering  of  the  village  by  connecting  to  the 
sewer  of  the  Brighton  Outfall  Lewes  Road  Sewer  was  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  during  the  year  but  unfortunately  to  date  the  Minister  h3S 
not  yet  approved  the  loan  sanction. 

3.  REFUSE  COLLECTION 

Back  door  fortnightly  collecting  of  house  refuse  is  operated  in 
the  Coastal  Parishes  while  for  the  remainder  of  the  district  fort- 
nightly kerbside  collections  continue. 
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In  the  developing  areas  of  the  district  most  of  the  new  houses 
built  are  occupied  by  urban  dwellers  who  frequently  complain  that  a 
fortnightly  collection  is  inadequate . The  Council  from  time  to  time 
consider  the  question  but  to  date  have  no  proposals  to  increase  the 
frequency  of  collection.  The  present  system  is  most  economical  to 
operate  and  any  increase  rrould  incur  a considerable  increase  in 
costs . 

Disposal  of  house  refuse  is  by  controlled  tipping  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  Borough  of  Lewes  - this  arrangement  continues  to  work 
both  economically  and  efficiently. 

4.  A!:TTI  LITTER  CAMPAIGN 


The  Council's  free  service  for  the  removal  of  the  larger  and  more 
bulky  articles  of  refuse  f>y  special  collection  is  now  well  known  and 
put  to  considerable  use.  During  the  year  547  such  collections  were 
made  and  this  contributes  very  largely  to  the  fact  that  miscellan- 
eous articles  are  rarely  found  littering  the  district  other  than 
those  dumped  from  vehicles  passing  through  the  district.  The  ident- 
ity of  one  such  person  was  discovered  and  a successful  prosecution 
taken  by  the  Police. 

The  problem  of  the  removal  of  abandoned  and  derelict  cars  is 
increasing  and  will  inevitably  result  in  the  whole  burden  being 
borne  by  the  Council  unless  it  can  be  tackled  positively  and  col- 
lectively by  a number  of  authorities  providing  the  expensive  facil- 
ities necessary  for  the  proper  disposal  of  these  vehicles. 

5.  DUSTBINS 


The  dustbin  hire  scheme  continues  to  give  good  service.  At 
the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  dustbins  on  hire  reached  1,922. 

6 .  CESSPOOL  EMPTYING  SERVICE 


During  the  year  3? 841  cesspools  or  tanks  were  emptied  amounting 
to  8? 005  full  loads.  The  charges  for  this  service  amount  to  less  than 
one  third  the  actual  cost.  Desuite  the  fact  of  the  continuous  exten- 
sion of  sewers  throughout  the  district  the  demand  for  the  service  has 
remained  fairly  constant.  The  figures  for  this  year  do  however,  show 
a slight  decrease  on  previous  years  though  the  maintenance  of  this 
improvement  depends  entirely  on  the  rate  of  building  of  new  houses 
and  whether  the  Council  is  allowed  to  continue  with  its  sewerage  pro- 
gramme. The  disposal  of  cesspool  contents  gives  increasing  cause  for 
concern. 


7.  FUIS ANCES 

Nuisances  which  were  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Council  dur- 
ing the  year  include; - 


Complaint  of  effluvia  from  paint  spraying 
Smoke  nuisance  from  burning  t5^res 

Several  nuisances  from  cesspools  overflowing  to  ditches 
Dampness  and  disrepair  of  houses 

The  longstanding  nuisance  from  the  Asham  Cement  Works  was,  how- 
ever, resolved  during  the  year,  after  long  and  patient  negotiations, 
by  the  introduction  of  additional  dust  arrestment  plant  and  the  erec- 
tion of  a 200  ft.  high  chimney  stack,  to  replace  the  existing  40  ft. 
high  stack. 
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Complaint  was  received  from  many  residents  in  the  Parishes  of 
Plumpton  and  Streat  of  noise  nuisance  arising  from  Clay  Pigeon  Shooting 
occurring  regularly  on  one  Sunday  each  month.  The  matter  was  thorough- 
ly investigated , sound  level  readings  ^Tere  taken  and  whilst  the  nuis- 
ance cannot  be  completely  eliminated  other  than  by  cessation  of  the 
sport  negotiations  have  secured  a measure  of  control  over  the  hours  at 
which  the  shooting  takes  place. 

The  clamp  brickworks  at  South  Chailey  continues  to  give  rise  to 
considerable  nuisance  under  certain  climatic  conditions  and  although 
the  advice  of  the  Chief  Alkali  Works  Inspector  has  been  sought,  it  is 
difficult  to  see  where  any  improvement  can  be  effected  whilst  the  exist- 
ing methods  of  manufacture  are  employed. 

Nuisance  was  also  experienced  on  a number  of  occasions  from  the 
spreading  of  manure  from  premises  using  "factory  farming”  methods.  As 
there  is  little  control  over  the  siting  of  these  premises  it  is  expec- 
ted that  they  will  give  rise  to  even  greater  nuisance  in  the  future. 

A number  of  statutory  notices  were  served  during  the  year  and  com- 
plied with. 

8.  HOUSING 

During  the  year  45  Discretionary  Improvement  Grants  and  6 Standard 
Grants  were  approved  by  the  Council,  and  33  Discretionary  and  3 Stan- 
dard Grants  were  completed.  These  figures  compare  very  favourably 
with  the  preceding  year  and  the  active  encouragement  and  advice  given 
to  owners  results  in  a steady  flow  of  houses  being  provided  with  pro- 
per amenities. 

It  has  not,  therefore,  yet  been  felt  necessary  to  implement  the 
recent  legislation  giving  power  to  require  certain  houses  lacking  in 
the  standard  amenities  to  be  improved. 

The  number  of  unfit  houses  dealt  with  under  the  Housing  Acts 
either  by  securing  demolition  orders,  closing  orders  or  undertakings 
either  to  make  fit  or  not  to  relet  the  houses  until  rendered  fit  was 
39-  This  figure  shows  a slight  increase  over  the  two  proceeding 
years. 

There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  in  the  district.

12.  MEAT  INSPECTION 

There  are  two  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  both  oper- 
ating  in  a wholesale  capacity.  Slaughtering  is  also  undertaken  for 
local  butchers  and  the  wholesale  and  retail  trade  in  other  districts. 
Whilst  no  accurate  statistics  are  available  it  is  evident  that  the 
majority  of  meat  and  offal  produced  Is  for  consumption  outside  the 
area  of  the  Chailey  Rural  District. 

The  modernization  of  the  Ringmer  Slaughterhouse  was  completed 
during  the  year  and  the  premises  were  re-opened  in  September.  The 
slaughterhouse  is  now  of  a high  standard  and  complies  with  the  Regu- 
lations. Minor  works  of  improvement  and  renovation  were  undertaken 
at  the  WLv els field  Slaughterhouse  and  it  is  now  a pleasure  to  record 
that  the  slaughtering  and  dressing  of  food  animals  within  the  Chailey 
Rural  District  is  carried  on  at  premises  which  are  well  constructed 
modern  and  hygienic. 

In  anticipation  of  the  expected  rise  in  the  animal  throughput 
and  the  additional  work  involved,  a Public  Health  Inspector  was 
appointed  during  the  year  to  be  responsible  for  the  meat  inspection 
service. 

A total  of  41,746  animals  were  slaughtered  during  the  year  and 
once  again  100^  inspection  of  meat  was  undertaken  although  a certain 
amount  of  evening  and  week-end  duties  was  necessary  during  the  latter 
part  of  the  year  to  achieve  this  object.  It  was  necessary  for  only 
143  carcases  to  be  totally  condemned.  The  great  majority  of  animals 
slaughtered  were  healthy  and  free  from  systemic  diseases,  and  produc- 
ed carcases  of  good  quality.  All  condemned  meat  was  conveyed  in 
locked  vehicles  or  containers  to  authorised  processors  for  steriliz- 
ation. 

By  far  the  greatest  proportion  of  condemnations  of  offals  fell 
into  two  categories  - The  incidenceof  parasitic  infestations  of 
sheep  (9#)  5 Cattle  (277)  primarily  fascioliasis  and  Pigs  (3 %)  milk 
spot/ cirrhosis  resulted  in  considerable  losses  of  liver  to  the  trade. 
Virus  pneumonia  resulted  in  the  condemnation  of  147  of  pigs  lungs. 

The  statistics  regarding  cysticercus  bovis  require  some  clari- 
fication. Out  of  101  beasts  found  to  be  affected  only  11  cases  were 
submitted  to  treatment  by  refrigeration.  In  the  remaining  cases  the 
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cysts  were  single  and  non-viable  and  it  was  considered  that  this  did 
not  constitute  the  existance  of  a localised  infestation  required  by 
the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  before  carcases  are  required  to  be 
refrigerated . 

One  case  of  bovine  tuberculosis  was  found  on  routine  inspection 
and  the  facts  and  material  were  submitted  to  the  Animal  Health  Divi- 
sion of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  for  investi- 
gation at  the  farm. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  were  selected  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  & Food  to  participate  in  a com- 
prehensive national  survey  into  tumours  in  food  animals  found  on 
post-mortem  at  the  slaughterhouses.  At  the  moment  there  are  no  ac- 
curate figures  on  the  incidenceof  tumours  in  food  animals.  This 
work  is  being  undertaken  by  Professor  Jarrett  of  Glasgow  University 
and  is  a three-pronged  effort  by  his  veterinary  pathology  staff  - 
Public  Health  Inspectors  at  the  slaughterhouses  submitting  material 
and  reports,  and  the  Ministry’s  Veterinary  Officers  conducting  field 
investigations  at  the  farms. 

The  survey  commenced  with  the  notification  of  tumours  of  the 
lymphosarcoma  species,  but  has  now  been  extended  to  include  all 
forms  of  tumour.  Specimens  from  two  animals  found  to  be  affected 
with  malignant  tumours  were  submitted  with  reports  to  Professor 
Jarrett  who  later  confirmed  the  post-mortem  findings.

It  has  been  necessary  to  serve  a number  of  informal  notices  during 
the  year  to  secure  the  removal  of  caravans  from  unlicensed  sites. 

The  camping  of  gypsies  on  Ditchling  Common  has  given  rise  to 
numerous  complaints  and  although  this  Council  has  housed  two  of  the 
families  accepted  as  ’'residents11  of  the  area  the  gypsies  do  little  to 
plead  their  case  with  their  fouling  of  the  area  and  the  rubbish  they 
leave  in  their  wake. 

14.  MILK  AND  DAIRIES 


There  are  still  a number  of  producers  who  bottle  and  retail  un- 
treated milk  within  the  district.  Samples  were  taken  from  each  pro- 
ducer to  be  examined  for  antibiotic  content,  statutory  test  for  keep- 
ing quality,  tuberculosis,  and  brucella  abortus.  Although  in  the 
case  of  the  first  three  tests  all  samples  were  found  to  satisfy  the 
findings  of  brucella  abortus,  organisms  in  a herd,  the  milk  from 
which  is  retailed  through  more  than  twenty  vending  machines  scattered 
throughout  the  country,  gave  rise  to  a considerable  problem.  On  each 
of  the  occasions  when  the  organism  was  isolated  individual  cow  samples 
were  taken  from  the  whole  herd,  the  infected  cows  isolated  and  the 
farmer  persuaded  to  send  the  animals  direct  for  slaughter.  Despite 
these  precautions  the  infection  reoccurred  in  the  herd  and  the  same 
procedure  was  again  adopted.  This  situation  is  unsatisfactory  since 
it  means  that  infected  milk  may  be  retailed  for  some  weeks  before  the 
organism  is  isolated  and  even  when  the  infected  animals  are  isolated 
therr  can  .and  often  are  sold  in  open  market  with  no  control  over  their 
ultimate  destination.  In  this  particular  c.^se  77  samples  were  taken 
from  individual  coTrs  - the  infected  animals  were  removed  from  the  herd, 
yet  the  organism  still  persisted  in  the  milk.  It,  therefore,  became 
necessary  to  serve  a Pasturisation  Order  under  Regulation  20  of  the 
Milk  and  Dairies  (Creneral)  Regulations  1959. 
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The  risk  to  public  health  will  only  be  removed  when  it  is  neces- 
sary by  law  for  all  milk  to  be  pasteurised  before  retail  sale. 

Evidence  also  fortuitously  came  to  light  of  an  outbreak  of 
salmonellosis  amongst  cattle  and  calves  on  a form  and  advice  was 
given  to  prevent  spread  of  infection. 

15.  PETROLEUM  ACTS 

4 number  of  routine  inspections  were  made  of  the  licensed  in- 
stallations and  of  disused  underground  tanks. 

16.  FOOD  AND  DRUGS 


There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  unsound  food  and 
foreign  bodies  found  in  food  which  were  brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  Council  during  the  year.  These  included; - 

Food  affected  with  mould. 

Four  complaints  of  dirty  milk  bottles. 

Piece  of  glass  found  in  a loaf  of  bread. 

Swiss  roll  infested  with  ants. 

Chocolate  infested  with  insects. 

Piece  of  glass  in  chicken  pie. 

Maggots  in  bacon. 

A sample  of  cream  purchased  from  a roadside  stall  was  found  to 
be  improperly  labelled,  improperly  sealed  and  deficient  in  milk  fat.

19.  CLEAN  AIR  ACT 

Seven  approvals  were  given  under  Section  3 of  the  Clean  Air  Act 
1956  for  the  installation  of  boiler  plant  at  more  than  55000  B.T.U’s^ 
hr.  and  in  one  case  where  heavy  grade  oil  having  a high  sulpher  con- 
tent was  to  be  used  it  was  necessary  to  require  the  chimney  height  to 
be  raised  to  avoid  nuisance. 

The  nuisance  at  the  Asham  Cement  Works  has  now  been  eliminated 
though  that  at  the  South  Chailey  Brickworks  still  persists. 

20.  OFFICES c,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT.,  1963. 

The  object  of  this  Act  is  to  set  standards  of  health,  welfare 
and  safety  for  employees  in  office,  shop  and  railway  premises,  and 
the  responsibility  for  its  enforcement  is  divided  between  Local 
Authorities,  H.M.  Factory  Inspector,  and  the  Fire  Authority.  The 
Act  requires  employers  to  register  their  premises  with  the  approp- 
riate authority,  and  by  the  end  of  1965?  eighty-four  registrations

had  been  received  by  this  Authority.  These  premises  have  been  in- 
spected, and  forty-one  informal  notices  were  served  in  1965  in  re- 
spect of  the  contraventions  found. 


There  were  few  serious  contraventions  found,  and  several  employ- 
ers had  provided  their  staff  with  modern  facilities  well  above  the 
rather  low  standards  set  by  the  Act.  However,  premises  are  thought 
to  exist  which  have  not  been  registered,  and  consequently  have  not 
been  inspected  by  the  Local  Authority.  It  may  be  that  more  serious 
contraventions  exist  in  these  premises,  and  it  is  proposed  to  com- 
mence routine  visits  to  all  unregistered  premises  in  the  District 
which  are  likely  to  be  subject  to  the  Act,  in  an  effort  to  obtain 
100^  registration.  Failure  to  register  is  an  offence  under  the  Act.

Since  immunisation  was  first  introduced  there  has  been  a persis- 
tent and  dramatic  fall  in  the  number  of  cases  of  diphtheria  and  also 
in  the  number  of  deaths  from  diphtheria.  This  fall  continued  until 
a year  or  two  ago  but  since  that  time  several  locally  severe  outbreaks 
of  diphtheria  have  occurred.  I cannot  urge  parents  too  strongly  to 
ensure  that  their  children  are  protected  against  this  disease  since 
almost  all  the  cases  and  deaths  occur  amongst  non- immunised  children. 
It  has  become  all  too  common  to  regard  diphtheria  as  a dying  disease 
and  to  think  that  because  it  is  no  longer  prevalent,  there  is  no  need 
to  have  children  immunised.  This  is  a very  dangerous  practice  and 
every  child  should  be  immunised  during  infancy  and  again  at  the  start 
of  school  life.

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During  and  since  the  recent  outbreaks  of  smallpox  a lot  of  confu- 
sion has  been  caused  to  the  general  population  by  the  arguments  for  and 
against  smallpox  vaccination.  The  Ministry  of  Health  have  now  issued 
a Memorandum  on  Vaccination  against  Smallpox.  The  salient  features 
are  as  follows ? - 

A . Routine  Primary  Vaccination  in  Early  Childhood 

(1)  Optimum  Age  - Routine  primary  vaccination  is  not  now  recom- 
mended in  the  first  few  weeks  of  life  but  should  be  done  before  the 
age  of  2 years,  preferably  during  the  second  year. 

(2)  Contra-indications  - 

(a)  exposure  to  infectious  disease 

(b)  septic  skin  conditions 

(c)  infantile  eczema  or  any  other  allergic  condition  - these 
are  absolute  contra-indications  to  routine  primary  vacc- 
ination 

( d ) hypog amma globulins emi a 

(e)  cortico-steroid  treatment 

(f)  failure  to  thrive 

B.  Routine  Primary  Vaccination  at  Later  Ages 

(1)  Although  at  any  age  the  risk  of  serious  complications  follow- 
ing vaccination  is  much  smaller  than  the  risk  of  death  run  by  those 
exposed  to  smallpox  while  unvaccinated,  primary  vaccination  is  not 
advised  as  a routine  after  early  childhood.  But,  if  not  performed 

in  early  childhood,  primary  vaccination  at  a later  age  may  eventually, 
become  necessary  e.g.  when  serving  with  the  armed  forces,  as  a condition 
of  employment  and  before  undertaking  foreign  travel. 

(2)  Contra-indications.  Consideration  must  be  given  to  - 

(a)  septic  skin  conditions 

(b)  a history  of  or  the  presence  of  eczema 

(c)  hypogammaglobulinaemia 

(d)  cortico-steroid  treatment.  It  is  not  considered  wise  to 
vaccinate  routinely  patients  who  are  receiving  systemic 
cortico-steroid  treatment. 

(e)  early  pregnancy.  On  general  principles  it.  is  desirable 
to  avoid  the  use  of  a live  vaccine  during  the  first 
trimester  of  pregnancy. 

C . Vaccination  in  the  presence  of  Smallpox 

The  object  is,  by  primary  vaccination  or  revaccination  as  soon 
after  exposure  or,  at  most,  within  three  days,  to  enable  the  individual 
to  gain  immunity  to  smallpox  within  the  normal  incubation  period  of 
that  disease.  In  the  presence  of  suspected  smallpox  there  are  no 
absolute  contra-indications  to  the  immediate  vaccination  or  revaccination 
of  all  close  contacts. 
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SECTION  V 


TUBERCULOSIS 

In  1965  twelve  cases  of  pulmonary  and  one  case  of  non- pulmonary 
tuberculosis  were  notified.  Two  deaths  due  to  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
occurred.  Of  the  cases  notified,  five  pulmonary  cases  were  transfers 
into  the  area  which  had  previously  been  notified  elsewhere.  One 
pulmonary  case  previously  removed  was  restored  to  the  register  during 
the  year  on  re-entry  into  the  district,  and  six  new  cases  were  notified 
in  the  area  during  the  year.  Details  are  given  in  the  following 
table,  ’transfers  in’  being  indicated  by  ”T.I.”  and  ’Restored  to 
Register'  by  "RM.
